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THE VISA FUNCTION 





One of the important functions of the Foreign Service of the 
United States is the administration abroad of our immigration 
laws. Congress first charged consular officers with ihe 
responsibility of issuing visas to Certain aliens in the Act of 
July 5, 1884. In 1917, a general requirement that all aliens 
secking to enter the United States obtain visas was instituted 
and has been continucd since that time under successive 
immigration laws. With certain exceptions, therefore, aliens 
desiring to come to the Unitcd States are required to obtain 
appropriate visas from U.S. consular officers stationed at some 
230 Foreign Service posts throughout the world. 

Although consular officers are directly responsible under 
the law for the issuance or refusal of visas, the Department of 
State is charged with the gencral administration of the 
functions vested in the Foreign Service by the immigration 
laws. In fulfilling this responsibility, the Department's Visa 
Office in the Burcau of Consular Affairs prepares regulations 
that are pwblished in the Federal Register, instructs consular 
officers regarding interpretations of !aw; establishes standard- 
ized procedures; provides on-the-spot guidance through 
regional conferences, workshops, and ficld wips; and furnishes 
adviwory opinions concerning all phases of visa work. A 
review procedure is set in motion by consular requests for the 
Department's advice on matcrial points of law, or when the 
Department requests a report from a consular post with a view 
to determining whether the action taken or proposed in a 
specific case is in accordance with the applicable provisions of 
the law. Although the vast majority of visas arc issucd at 
overscas posts, a few categorics of nonimmigrant visas may be 
issued or renewed by the Diplomatic Liaison Division of the 
Visa Office. 

For many people in forcign lands, the call at the American 
consular office is the first personal contact with the United 


States. A courteous reception by an American official and fair 
and reasonable attention to the application for a visa serve to 
create an atmosphere of good will and help to promote our 
foreign relations. 

In recent years successive Presidents have stressed the 
importance of facilitating international travel. The procedures 
for the issuance of visas to persons wishing to visit the United 
States have been kepi as simple as possible; every effort is 
made to expedite the necessary action; and, in many cases, the 
personal appearance of the applicant is not required. Before a 
visa is issued, an applicant’s written application is reviewed or 
the applicant is interviewed by a consular officer to determine 
eligibility for a visa appropriate to the purpose of the planned 
journey to the United States. If necessary, documentary 
evidence is requested to establish that the applicant intends to 
return to a residence abroad, does not come within any of the 
excludable classes, and has adequate financial resources for 
the proposed journcy. To further facilitate the travel of 
nonimmigrants, visas are issued incorporating the most liberal 
provisions prssible with respect to validity period and fees on 
the basis of reciprocity, that is, the treatment accorded by the 
applicant’s country to U.S. citizens. Necessary clearance 
procedures are handled as expeditiously as possible. 

Applicants who are entitled to one of the immigrant 
classifications and who are chargeable to an oversubscribed 
foreign state or Category are registered on waiting lists, in the 
order in which they have qualified, to establish a priority for 
consideration when visa numbers become available. The 
priority date for preference applicants is ordinarily that on 
which the petition to establish a preference was filed with the 
Immigration and Naturalization Service. 

The Immigration and Naturalization Service primarily,

iMMIGRANT VISA CATEGORIES 
AND NUMERICAL LIMITATIONS: 
IMMIGRATION ACT OF 1990 


Effective October 1, 1991, the first day of Fiscal Year 1992, 
WmMrugram visa Calegones were restructured and numencal 
lamstations On immigrants were revised under the icrms of the 
1990 Act. Separaie numerical limes were cstyblished for the 
senes of family-sponsored and employment-based prefer- 
ences. Sce Appendix A-1 for an outline of the categones of 
immigrants and the numerical limus, and Appendix A-2 for 
specifics of the numerical limits for Fiscal Year 1992 

The 1990 Act included a prowisson under which certam 
surviving spouses of deceased US. caizens can qualify for 
visas in the immediate relative class. Entalement to family 
prefcrence status remained unchanged, but the Famuly Second 
preference was subdivided into caicgorics for. A) spouses and 
children of permanent residents, and B) unmarned adult sons/ 
daughters of residents. Visa numbers for the 2A class were 
increased, while visa avai!ability for the 2B class was reduc 
During Fiscal Year 1992, 226,000 famuly prefereme visas 
were availabic, compared with 216,000 m Fiscal Year 1991 
under the former terms of law 

The 1990 Act sct a worldwide level for annual employ- 
ment-bascd immuigraats at 140,000. Thes compares to a total 
limit of $4,000 in the former Third and Sixth preferences. The 


employment preferences were cxtensively revised, most 


special ummugrants (formerly -xempt from sumencal lima) 
were placed wahm a new preference category, special 
ummagram classes were provaded for persons dependent on a 
U.S. juvenile court and for certain religious workers, and an 
Employment Creation (Investor, preference was established. 

The Armed Forces Immigration Adjusiment Act of 1991 
also provided special ummugrant status for certam members of 
the U_S. armed forces recruited abroad, and thew spouses and 
children. (The countnes whose natives were recruited to serve 
im the U_S. armed forces were Philippines, Marshall Islands. 
and Microncsia.) 

Despite the revised bases for employment preference 
emtalement, any approved petuuon filed before October |. 
1991, om the FORMER Third and Siath preferences was 
deemed to accord status m the ncw employment-base Second 
and Ther preferences respectively, as long as the bencficiary 
receives a visa within 2 years of the case prionity date’s being 
reached for visa issuance. 

The substantial increase in numbers for the employment 
preferences meant that visas were available to most applicants 
without a waiting penod. Excepuons were applicants charge- 
abic to a few oversubscribed countnes for whom heavy visa 
demand im cxcess of the per-country annual lem set by law 
resulicd om a visa availability cut-off datc, and all applicants m 
the “Other (i.c., Unskilled) Worker” subgroup wahin Employ- 
memt Third preference. The 1990 Act stipulates that not morc 
than 10,000 numbers may be provided to “Other Workers”

issuances 10 such applicants bclow whai had been possibic 
under the former terms of the law. In most catcgoncs. 
however, there were more visa numbers than applicants and ai 
the end of the year more than 21,000 employment preference 
numbers remained unused. 

The per-country lima on PREFERENCE immigrants was 
set by the 1990 Act at 7% of the worldwide family and 
employment preference limits. For Fiscal Ycar 1992, the per- 
country limit came to 25,620. This compares to 20,000 under 
the previous terms of law. The dependent arca limit was sct at 
7,320 for Fiscal Year 1992, 2% of the worldwide family and 
employment limits. The law scts the annual lima for Hong 
Kong at 10,000 for cach of Fiscal Ycars 1991 through 1993, 
after which the 7% per-country lima will apply to Hong Kong. 

‘When demand for preference ummugrant numbers cxcecds 
the annual limitation sct Dy law for a country, that country ts 
considered oversubscnibed. All oversubscribed chargeabliucs 
are subject to the provisions of Section 202(c) of the Immigra- 
tion and Nationality Act as amended by the 1990 Act, which 
avasiohic to cach preference calegory im proporuon to as 
worldwide numerical limitauion. (See Appendix A-1, Section 
I(D) for breakdown.) The following chargeabilities were 
oversubscribed during Fiscal Year 1992: CHINA—mainiand 
born, DOMINICAN REPUBLIC, INDIA, MEXICO, and 
PHILIPPINES. 

During Fiscal Yow 1992, visas were also issued in several 
transivon categonces of lumicd duravon cstablished by the 
1990 Act. These were for natives of certain “adversely 
affected” states (AA-1), employees of certain U.S. businesses 
operating in Hong Kong (HK), displaced Tibetans residing im 


India or Nepal (DT), and spouses and children of legalizauon 
beneficiaries (LB). (See Appendix A-' for further informa- 
uon on these iransivon Categories.) 

The registration period for the 40,000 AA-1 visas wo be 
issucd during Fiscal Year 1992 ran from October 14 through 
October 20, 1991. Over 10 m'llion picces of mail were 
recerved during thal period. The Deparument of Suate regis- 
tered im chronological order $1,508 persons from whom 
figure anticipaicd that some of the persons who were regis- 
tcred would decide not to pursuc their cases, and was micnded 
to maximize the chances of all 40,000 Fiscal Year 1992 visa 
numbers being uscd. A minemum of 40% of the AA-i visas 
are designated for natives of Ircland; 21,538 of the persons 
regrstcred were chargeable to Ircland. (Under the law, 
applicants born in Northern Ircland share m the AA-1 
numbers desi_naicd for Ireland.) Entitlement tw status for 
AA-| applicants registered for Fiscal Year 1992 expired at the 
end of the fiscal year, i.c.. as of Sepiember 30, 1992. There is 
ho Carry over of cntutiement :o status into the ne«t fiscal year 
for FY 1992 AA-| applicants who did not receive visas 
during that ycar. 

A wtai of 2,656 numbers were used in the category for 
employees of certain U_S. businesses operaung in Hong Kong 
during Fiscal Ycar 1992. 

The United States Embassy at New Dethi, India issued 
446 visas to applicants im the category for Displaced Tibetans. 

Sectson 112 of the Immigration Act of 1990 provides up 
to $5,000 immigrant visas during cach of Fiscal Years 1992, 
1993, and 1994 w spouses and children of persons legalized 
under the throe programs established by the Immuigrauon 
Reform and Conyol Act of 1986.

Immigrant Visa Workload 


The tows! number of ummugrant visas (including replaced 
visas) issued at offices abroad in Fiscal Year 1992 was 
$27,996, a record high. This figure is 79.682 or a 17 8% 
mcrcase above the immugrant visa issuances for Fiscal Ycar 
1991. This increase 1s due largely to higher numencal lemuts, 
especially in the employment-based caieganes established by 
the Immigration Act of 1990, and tw issuances im the LB 
(spouses and children of legalization beneficianes) and AA-1 
(natives of certain “adversely affeciec” foresgn statics) transi- 
uon Categones. 

On a regional basis the following variations are noted: 
Europe up 26,882 (+62.5%), Asia up 4,719 (+2.3%), Africa up 
281 (+2.7%), North America up 45,958 (+31.4%), South 
America up 2,061 (+5.5%), and Oceania Gown 360 (-14.8%). 

Immigrants from Asia represented 40.3% of the wtal visa 
Classes of Immigrants 
Immigrants may be divided into two broad categones: Those 
who are in classes subyect to numencal limstations, and those 
im classes for which there are no numerical restncuons. 
Classes Not Subject to Limitations 
The classes not subject to numencal lmaavons include: 
“Immediate Relatives” of U.S. citizens, defined as spouse, 
child, orphan adopted or to be adopted. parent (if the cruzen ts 
at least 21 years of age), and certain widow(cr)s, and some 
“Special Immigrants,” primanty returning resident aliens. The 
Vietnam Amcrasian immigrant catcgory also falls im this 
group. 





The mayonty of nonlumsted visas are issued to ummediaic 
relatives. During Fiscal Year 1992, the wotal of immediate 
relative visas issucd af overseas posts was 144,345, a decrease 
of 9.513 (6.2%) from the Fiscal Year 1991 figure. 
Numerically Limited Classes

For Fiscal Year 1992, visas provided at posts 2broad 
represented almost 99% of the issuances in the Family 
preferences, 45% of the Employment preference number usc. 
and 97% of the wtal Transition category issuances. The 
balance were applicants for adjustment of status at offices of 
the Immugrauion and Naturalization Service im the United 
States. 

Immigrant Vise Applicants Regis'-+ d at Offices Abroad 
Ordinarily m January of cach year all mmmigrant visa issuing 
offices abroad submit a report of registrants in the numerically 
lumsted classes. However, in view of the reviszon of immi- 
gram categones supulatcd by the Immigration Act of 1990, 
consular posts were not asked to submuat a report of waiting list 
totals in January 1991. 

Total active registrants as of January 1992 were 
2,923,765, an increase of 662,912 '+29.3%) over the 
2.260.852 registrations reported in january 1990. Since the 
1990 count, cach of the family-spunsored preferences as well 
as the employment-based preference total showed an increase, 
with 480,575 (72%) of the additional applicants concentrated 
in the Family Sccond preference.

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NONIMMIGRANT VISAS 


In Fiscal Year 1992, nonimmigrant visa issuances at Foreign 
Service posts totalled 5,368,437, a decrease of 609,524 
(-10.2%) from the Fiscal Year 1991 figure of 5,977,961. This 
decrease is a continuing reflection of the Visitor Visa Waiver 
Program, which on October 1, 1991, was expanded to include 
13 additional countries (Andorra, Austria, Belgium, Denmark, 
Finland, Iceland, Liechtenstein, Luxembourg, Monaco, New 
Zealand, Norway, San Marino, and Spain); eight countries 
were already in the program (France, Germany, Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland, Italy, Japan, Netherlands, Sweden, and 
Switzerland). Under the waiver program, citizens of the 
designated countries may visit the United States for up to 90 
days without the need of obtaining a visitor visa. 
Nonimmigrant issuances to nationals of Asian countries 
were about 30.1% of the total, and visas issued to nationals of 
European countries equalled about 22.4%. Visitor (B) visas 
and Border Crossing Cards (BCCs) accounted for about 80.8% 
of the nonimmigrant visas issued, and student (F and M) visas 
about 4.6%. Visas issued to 10 nationalities (Mexico, South 


Korea, Australia, Brazil, China (Taiwan), Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, Argentina, Philippines, Venezuela, and 
India) accounted for about 47.8% of the total issuances. 

It should be noted that most nonimmigrant visas are valid 
for several years. The total of persons holding valid visas, 
therefore, is several umes the figure for visas issued in any 
one year. The Department of State has made a conscious 
effort to authorize the maximum possible nonimmigrant visa 
validity for qualified applicants to reduce the need for frequent 
visa processing as efficient as possible. 

The Immigration Act of 1990 created four new 
nonimmigrant visa Classes effective in Fiscal Year 1992 for: 
persons with extraordinary ability in the sciences, arts, 
education, business, and athletics, or extraordinary achieve- 
ment in motion picture and television production, and their 
essential support personnel (“O” classification); certain 
athletes, entertainers and artists who are coming to perform in 
the United States (“P” classification); participants in interna- 
tional cultural exchange programs (“Q” classification); and 
religious workers (“R” classification).

On October 1, 1991, the Department of State opened the 
Transitional Immigrant Visa Processing Center in Rosslyn, 
Virginia. The Center is designed to relieve Foreign Service 
posts of a substantial amount of the clerical work required to 
in immigrant visas at posts abroad, as well as added workload 
resulting from the Immigration Act of 1990, encouraged the 
Department to centralize much of the processing of immigrant 
visa applications to improve efficiency. The Center is the first 
step in the long-term planning for such centralization. 

In a major procedural change, all immigrant visa petitions 
are sent directly from the Immigration and Naturalization 
Service to the Center rather than to overseas posts for initial 
processing. Upon receipt of the petitions, the Center checks 
them for accuracy and completeness and creates a case file 
and computer record for cach case. If an applicani’s immi- 
grant visa application can be processed immediately, a packet 
of instructions, the Packet 3, is sent directly to the applicant or 
the applicant’s attorney, and the petition itself is forwarded to 
the appropriate overseas post for further processing and visa 
issuance. 

If the applicant's priority date docs not allow immediate 
processing of the case, the petition is stored at the Center and a 
letter, the Packet 3A, is sent to the applicant or attorney 
explaining that no further action will be taken on the case until 
a visa is likely to become available relatively soon. When the 
Case priority date permits visa processing to begin, the 
Packet 3 is mailed to the applicant and the petition is sent to 
the post as described above. 

The Center is expected to be relocated to Portsmouth, 
New Hampshire during 1993. 


AUTOMATION 


The Bureau of Consular Affairs has over the past several ycars 
developed automated systems for immigrant and 
nonimmigrant case control and processing. 

By the end of FY 1992 immigrant visa operations had 
been automated at 47 posts, which accounted for 424,876 
issuances, or 80.5% of the visas issued during the year. 

Nonimmigrant processing at 83 posts benefited from 
automated case control by the end of FY 1992; these posts 
processed 4,049,640 visas, or 75.4% of the worldwide 
nonimmigrant issuances. 


CHANGES IN VISA SERVICES AT 


FOREIGN SERVICE POSTS 

The following posts ended nonimmigrant visa services during 
Fiscal Year 1992: Consulate General Barcelona, Spain; 
Consulate Mazatlan, Mexico; Consulate Nucvo Laredo, 
Mexico; Embassy St. Johns, Antigua and Barbuda; Consulatc 
Pesnawar, Pakistan; Consulate General Lyon, France; Consu- 
ended at Consulate General Stuttgart, Germany effective 
October 1, 1992. 

The following posts began nonimmigrant visa services 
during Fiscal Year 1992: Embassy Bratislava, Slovakia; 
Embassy Vilnius, Lithuania; Embassy Tallinn, Estonia; 
Consulate Gencral Thessaloniki, Greece (limited 
nonimmigrant visa reissuances only), Embassy Tirana, 
Embassy Minsk, Belarus. 

Immigrant visa services (with the exception of visas for 
returning residents and orphans to be adopted in the United 
States) ended at Consulate General Calcutta, India on July 1, 
1992. Immigrant visa services ended at Consulate General 
Lahore, Pakistan effective October 1, 1992; beginning on that 
date, all immigrant visa applicants in Pakistan are required to 
apply at Consulate General Karachi. 

Effective October 1, 1992, nonimmigrant “K™ (fiance(c)) 
visas are processed and issued only at those posts which issuc 
immigrant visas. 


CHANGES IN FOREIGN STATE 
CHARGEABILITY 


On December 25, 1991, the United States recognized the 
independence of the 12 republics that hu) constituted the 
U.S.S.R. Asa result, the U.S.S.R. immigrant visa chargeabil- 
ity was replaced by separate forcign state chargeabilities for 
Armenia, Azerbaijan, Belarus, Georgia, Kazakhstan, 
Kyrgyzstan, Moldova, Russia, Tajikistan, Turkmenistan, 
Ukraine, and Uzbekistan. 

On April 7, 1992, the United States recognized the 
independence of Bosnia and Herzegovina, Croatia, and 
Slovenia, three of the republics that had previously formed 
constituent parts of Yugoslavia. As a resull, separate immi- 
grant visa chargeabiliies were established for these forcign 
States.

immigrant visa chargeability was replaced by scparaic foreign state chargeabilitics for Armenia, Azerbaijan, Belarus, Georgia, Kazakhstan, 
Kyrgyzstan, Moldo~a, Russia, Tajikistan, Turkmenistan, Ukraine, and Uzbekistan. 

On April 7, 1992, the United States recognized the independence of Bosnia and Herzegovina, Croatia, and Slovenia, three of the republics that had 
previously formed constituent parts of Yugoslavia As a result, scparate immigrant visa chargeabilities were established for these foreign states.

Mongolia became a separate chargeatility on January 27, 1987, when the United States established diplomatic relations with Mongolia 

The United States Government has recogm zed the Republic of Yemen, formed on May 22, 1990, by union of the former Yemen Arab Republic and the Poopic's 
Democratic Republic of Yemen. 

On April 7, 1992, the United States recognized the independence of Bosma and tlcrzegovina, Croaua, and Slovenia, three of the republics that had previously 
formed consutuent parts of Yugoslavia As a resull, separatc immugrant visa chargeabilines were established for these foreign states. 

With the unification of Germany on October 3, 1990, visa stanstics are consolidated for that country. 

The Bnush dependency of St. Chnstopher-Nevis became the independent state of St. Kitts and Nevis on September 19, 1983. 

The Netherlands dependency of Aruba was established as a dependent arca scparatc from the Netherlands Antilles as of January |, 1986. 

In November 1986, three of the four poliucal components thai made up the Trust Ternmiory of the Pacific Islands assumed new politcal status and are no 
longer subject to the trusieeship agreement. The Republic of the Marshall Islands and the bederated States of Micronesia are now sovereign, self-governing 
States in free association with the Unied States; as such, cach 1s a separate chargeatulity for ummegrant visa purposes. The Northern Mananas 1s now a 


Commonwealth in politcal union with the United States and thus a US Termtory. The chargeabulity of Pacific Islands Trust Territory continues to apply

citizens; 2) children admitted under section 211(a) of the INA on the basis of prior issuance of an immigrant visa 
to their accompanying parent who is such immediate relative; and 3) children born to a lawful permanent resident 
during a temporary visit abroad, 


plus certain preference immigrant numbers that were unused during the previous fiscal year; for purposes of calculat- 
ing the FY 1992 preference limit, however, this figure is set at zero per the terms of section 302 of P.L. 102-232. 


Section 201 specifies that in no case shall the family-sponsored preference limit be less than 226,000, however. 


Family-Sponsored Immigrant Totals for FY 1991: 


During FY 1991, immigrant visa workload reports received by the Deparument of State from consular posts worldwide show that a 
total of 153,858 immediate relative visas were issued. 


Figures on adjustments of status at local offices of the Immigration and Naturalization Service compiled and provided by INS 
Headquarters indicate that a total of 85,887 immigrants were granted lawful permanent residence at INS offices in the U.S. during 
FY 1991 in the categories for spouses, children, and parents of United States citizens; this figure includes persons who acquired 
permanent residence after having been admitted in nonimmigrant “K” (fiance(c)) status. 


INS admission figures record 2,141 children accorded permanent resident status after birth abroad to a permanent resident of the 
United States. 


The INS figures on FY 1991 admissions of children under INA section 211(a) do not specify the visa status of the parent, since 
such information had not been collected during that year; the immediate relative component of such admissions is not available, 
therefore. Since the total of all admissions of children under section 211(a) during FY 1991 was only 280, it is apparent that the 
number born to immediate relative visa holders would in any event be quite small. (For future years, data collection on such 
admissions will be subdivided to identify the immediate relative component.)

Appendix C 


The Operation of the 
Immigrant Numerical Control System 


The Departmeni of State is responsible for administering the 
provisions of the Immigration and Nationality Act (INA) relat- 
ing to the numerical limitations on immigrant visa issuances. 
1. How the System Operates 


At the beginning of cach month, the Visa Office (VO) 
receives a report from each consular post listing totals of 
subject to numerical limitation. Cases are grouped by foreign 
state chargeability/preference/priority date. No names are re- 
ported. During the first week of cach month, this documentarily 
qualified demand is tabulated. 

VO subdivides the annual preference and foreign state 
limitations that are specified by the INA into 12 monthly allot- 
ments. The totals of documentarily qualified applicants re- 
ported to VO are compared each month with the numbers avail- 
able for the next regular alloument, and numbers are allocated to 
reported applicants in order of their pnority dates, the oldest 
dates first. 

If there are sufficient numbers in a particular category to 
sausfy all reported documentarily qualified demand, the cat- 
egory is considered “current.” 

Whenever the total of documentarily qualified applicants in 
a category exceeds the supply of numbers available for allot- 
ment for the particular month, the category is considered to be 
“oversubscribed” and a visa availability cut-off date is estab- 
lished. The cut-off date is the priority date of the first 
documentarily qualified applicant who could not be accommo- 
dated for a visa number. Only persons with a priority date ear- 
lier than a cut-off date are entitled w alloument of a visa num- 
ber. The cut-off dates are ordinarily the Ist, 8th, 1 Sth, and 22nd 
of a month, since VO usually groups demand for numbers under 
these dates. (Priority dates of the first through seventh of a 
month are grouped under the 1st, the cighth through the four- 
tcenth under the 8th, etc.) 

By the second week of cach month, cut-off dates are sei for 
the following month. The dates, along with visa allouncnts for 
use during that month, are immediately transmitted to consular 
posts. The cut-off dates are simultancously made public; VO 
has a recorded tclephone message at (202) 663-1541 which is 
updated whenever new cut-off dates are set. This information is 
then published in VO's monthly Visa Availability Bulletin. 
(Requests for inclusion on the Visa Bulletin mailing list may be 
addressed to: Visa Bulletin, Visa Office, Departmeni of State, 
Washington, D.C. 20522-0113.) 


2. Definition of Some Terms 
Allotment 

The allocation of an immigrant number to a consular office 
or to INS. This number may be used for visa issuance or adjust- 
ment of status, or may be returned unused to VO for 


reincorporation into the pool of numbers available for later 
allocation during the fiscal year. 


Foreign State Chargeability 

The key determinant of foreign state chargeability is place 
of birth, not nationality. Ordinarily an immigrant is chargeable 
for visa purposes to the numerical limitation for the foreign 
state or dependent areca in which the immigrant’s place of birth 
is located. Excepuons are provided for a child (unmarried and 
under 21 years of age) or spouse accompanying or following to 
join a principal to prevent ue separation of family members, as 
well as for an applicant born in the United States or in a foreign 
state of which neither parent was a native or resident. Alternate 
chargeability is desirable when the visa cut-off date for the 
forcign statc of a parent or spouse is more advantageous than 
that of the applicant's foreign state. (INA Sec. 202; 22 CFR 
42.12.) 


Documentarily Qualified 


The applicant has obtained all documents specified by the 
consular officer as sufficient to meci the formal visa application 
requirements, and the consular office has completed necessary 
processing. 

3. Background Information on the System and 
Clarification of Some Frequently Misunderstood Points 

Applicants entitled to immigrant status become 
documentarily qualified at their own initiative and convenience. 
By no means has every applicant with a priority date earlier 
than a prevailing cut-off date been processed for final visa ac- 
tion. On the contrary, visa allouments are made only on the 
basis of the total of applicants reported documentarily qualified 
each month. Demand for visa numbers can Muctuate from 
month to month, with an mevitable impact on cut-off dates. 

If an applicant is reported documentarily qualified but 
allocation of a visa number is not possible because of a visa 
availability cut-off date, the demand is recorded at VO and an 
allocation ts made as soon as the applicable cut-off date ad- 
vances beyond the applicant's priority date. There is no need 
for such applicant to be reponed a second ume. 

Visa numbers are always alloued for all documentarily 
qualified applicants with a prionty date before the relevant cut- 
off date, as long as the case had been reported to VO in ume to 
be included in the monthly calculation of visa availability. 
There is no exception to this principle. Failure of visa number 
receipt by the processing office could mean that the request was 
not dispatched in time to reach VO for the monthly allocation 
cycle, or that information on the request was incomplete or 
inaccurate (¢.g., incorrect priority Caic). 

Allocations outside the regular monthly cycie are possible 
in emergency or exceptional cases, but only at the request of the 
office processing the case. Note that should retrogression of a 
cut-off date be announced, extraordinary requests for additional 
numbers can be honored by VO only if the applicant's priority 
date is earlier than the retrogressed cut-off date.

Not all numbers allocated are actually used for visa issu- 
ance, some are returned to VO and are reincorporated into the 
pool of numbers available for later allocation during the fiscal 
year. The rate of return of unused numbers may fluctuate from 
moran to month, just as demand may fluctusic. Lower returns 
mean fewer numbers available for subsequent reallocation. 
Fiuctuations can cause cut-off date movement to slow, stop, or 
even retrogress. Rewogression 1s parucularly possible near the 
end of the fiscal year as visa issuance approcches the annual 

The per-country limitation on visa number use sct by law is 
a cap which visa issuances t any single country may not cx- 
ceed. Applicants compete for visas primarily on a worldwide 
basis. The per-country limitation serves © avoid monopoliza- 
uon of virtually all the annual limitation by applicants from 
only a few countries. The per-country limitation ts not a quow 
to which any particular country is entitled, however. 


Applicability of Section 202(e) 

Allocation prorating is requed by INA Secuon 202(e) 
when visa number demand for a country exceeds the per-coun- 
ry limitation. To the extent that applicant demand permits, visa 
numbers for such oversubscribed country will be prorated be- 
tween family and empixyment immigrants along the rao of the 
worldwide family to employment immugrant levels. Visa num- 
bers will be made available to cach family and employment 
preference in proporuon to the worldwide limit for such prefer- 
ence under the respecuve family and employment levels. 


VO projections of future availability 


From ume to ume VO provides projections based upon 
available data and expectations. Such projecuons—while re- 
flecuung anucipated developments—cannot be taken as a guar- 
amce of future availability, however.

The Department of State periodically asks consular offices at which immigrant visa cases are registered and processed to report the 
totals of applicants on the waiting list in the various numerically-limited immigrant categories. Ordinarily such waiting list reports 


are submitted annually in January, but the Department did not request information in 1991 since consular posts were busy at the 


time preparing for the implementation of the Immigration Act of 1990. 


The figures below have been compiled from the reports submitted to the Department in January 1992 and show the number of 


immigrant visa applicants in the various preferences and subcategories established under the 1990 Act, which became effective as 
of October 1, 1991. Provided for comparison are preference totals prepared following the January 1990 waiting list tabulation. All 


figures reflect total persons registered under each respective numerical limitation, i.c., the totals represent not only principal 
applicants or petition beneficiaries, but their spouses and children entitled to derivative status under INA 203(d) as well.

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Since the 1990 count, each of the family-sponsored preferences as well as the employment-based preference total showed an 
increase. 


Immigrant visa issuances during Fiscal Year 1992 were limited by the terms of INA 201 t© 226,000 in the family-sponsored 
preferences and to 140,000 in the employment-based preferences; each foreign state was limited to a maximum of 25,620 visa 
numbers under INA 202. 


It should by no means be assumed that once an applicant is registered on the waiting list, the registration is then continually 
included in the waiting list totals unless and until a visa is issued. The consular procedures mandate a regular culling of visa 
waiting list cases to remove from the count those unlikely to see further action, so that totals are not unreasonably inflated. If, for 
example, a consular post receives no response within | year from an applicant to whom the visa application instruction letter (i.c., 
the consular “Packet 3” letter) is sent when the movement of the visa availability cut-off date indicates a visa may become available 
within a reasonable time frame, the case is considered “inactive” under the consular procedures and is no longer included in waiting 
list totals.

Employment FOURTH Preference
